a moot point. In order to settle this question, the Najm will 
endeavour td'show the number of Hindu and Muhammadan 
officials in the different branches of the public service, draw- 
ing its figures from the official Civil List. The Najm begins 
with Deputy Collectors, and after mentioning the number 
of Hindés, Musalm&ns, and Christians in each grade of De- 
puty Collectors, says that there are 108 permanent Deputy 
Collectors in the different grades, of whom 60 are Hindas, 34 
Musalmans, and 14 Christians. Besides these, there are 62 
Officiating Deputy Collectors, of ‘whom 86 are Hind us, 25 
Musalmfns; and 1 Christian. The total number of Deputy. 
Collectors, including the officiating ones, is 170, of whom 96 
are Hindts, 59 Musalm4ns, and 15 Ohristians : ; and the total 
amount of money paid to them by Government every 
‘month of account of their salaries is Rs. 59,150, of which 
Rs. 34,000 go to the Hindis, Rs. 19,400 to the Musalm4ns, 
and Rs. 5,750 to the Christians. Hence it will ‘be perceived 


that. the number of Hinda Deputy Collectors is nearly 


double that, of. the. latter. ‘It may 5 urged in. 1 defence of 
e larger pm ll of Hindu, Deputy Collectors, that, the 

Hindu population exceeds the Muhammadan population ; but 
this plea is. not valid. Among the Hinds the Sndrasiare 
excluded by the. institutes of Manu from taking service under 
- Government. Indeed, according to the Institutes, even among 
the higher classes of HindGs only some classes are qualified 
for such service.
